ORDER OF DISMISSAL

This ¢laim,. for an unstated amount, against the Government of Cuba,

under Title V of the Internatlonal,01a1ms SettlementeAet_of 1949, as amended,

was opened by the Commission, on behalf of EULOGIO ALFONSO GANALES GOMEZ
based upon certain losses which may have been'eustained as a result of
actions by the Government of Cube since Jenuary 1, 1959.

Under Title V of the International Claims Settlement-Act of 1949 [78-
Stat. 1110 (1964) 22 U.S.C. §§1643-1643k (1964), as amended'é 79 Stat. 988
(1965)], the Commission is given Jurlsdlctlon over clalms of natlonals of .
the United States against the Government of Cuba.. Sectlon 503(a) of the Act
provides that the Commission shall receive and determlne_ln accardance w1th
applicable substantive 1ew, including international law, the amount and
validity of claims by nationals of the United States against the quefnment
of Cuba arising since January 1, 1959 for

losses resulting from the nationalization, exprOpriétion,_
intervention or other taking of, or special measures
directed against, property including any rights or inter-
ests therein owned wholly or partially, directly or in- '
directly at the time by nationals of the United States.

Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

The term 'property' means any property, right, or inter-
est including any leasehold interest, and debts owed by

the Govermment of Cuba or by enterprises which have been
nationalized, expropriated, intervened, or taken by the .
Government of Cuba and debts which are a charge on prop-

erty which has been nationalized, exproprlated, 1ntervened
or taken by the Government of Cuba. : '
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This claim wao‘oﬁcud on the bdasis of information feceived by
thclce?tuion that claimant had been -unavbl':e} to return to the
l!uitqd States. The Ceﬁtuion. how'wor,l has been 1n£oined that
said claimant reeurne.d to i1zhe Unitevd‘sutes on August 13, 1969
_end ni jiven information concerning the filing of claims for any
property which siight have been taken bj the Govétmut of Cuba.

The 'cllial'lnt has not co_ntaéte‘d the Commiasion. Ac':c‘ordingly, since
no claim has been asserted fér interaests 'in‘ property which was nation«
alized, expropriated or otherwise taken by the Goverriment of Cuba, it is

ORDERED that this claim be and it is hereby dismissed.
